George Press and his father, S. K 
Press, were both burned in the ex­ 
plosion, the former so badly all over 
his head, arms anc^ body that death 
came to his relief 
at 
9:50 o’clock 
Monday morning. 


People in the 
immediate vicinity 
el the time of the explosion heard a 
long, muffled sound, and the entire 
le a r of the second story part of the 
double store room 
crashed outward 
lied fell into the alley. A glass in a 
large front window of the .store was 
shattered 
aud 
fragments 
were 
thrown across the street to the Chas- 
ncfT department 
store. 
The 
side 
walls of the building occupied by the 
Press store also were damaged. 
The stock of 
goods was damaged 
heavily by fire, but mostly by water. 
Insurance was carried in the sum of 
$20,500.

P i ess (who informed him fam ily that 
he was just entering the store! found 
his son, George, helpless in the de 
brie at the rear of the building. Car­ 
rying him through the alleyway east 
to La mine street, 
John R. Gentry 
of Hughesville, passing in an auto­ 
mobile, was 
hailed 
and 
hurriedly 
took father and son to Maywood hos­ 
pital. 
' 
The elder Mr. Press, on getting in* 
-% to the car, directed the way to the 
hospital, hut said nothing about what 
l ad occurred. The car was occupied, 
beside Mr. Gentry, 
by 
a nephew, 
H arry F k :nner. 
George Press was 
given restora- 
t :ves and lotions were applied to his 
* I urns to alleviate his intense suffer­ 
ing as much as possible. During the 
i ight he rem ailed 
unconscious ex­ 


cept at intervals. 
George Press, 
on 
arrival 
at the 
hospital, was dressed in an old pair 
of trousers, and 
an 
undershirt he 
wore was burned through, just above 
where it would extend down over his 
hips. Othe r parts of his clothing was 


burned and scorched. 
Coroner D. P. Dyer states that Sun­ 
day night the patient informed him 
that he couldn’t tell what had hap­ 
pened. The physician says Press in- 
* formed him that it 
seemed 
as 
if 
something struck 
him 
in the face, 
and that then all recollection of fur­ 
ther occurrence left him. 
Chief of Police John Burger, who 
visited the hospital, on entering the 
ward where the victim of the explo­ 
sion lay, was asked by the patient, 
‘•What’s happened.” hut was unable 
to get any details of the distressing 


mishap.

London, Aug. 21— Terrific fighting 


continues on the Austro-Russian fron­ 


tier and both the combined Austrian 


and German forces and the Russian 
armies are claiming the advantage. 
From Austrian sources it is said 
the Russians are being pursued in 
the direction of Lublin in Russian Po­ 
land. 
Earlier advices from St. Peters­ 
burg said the Austrians were active 
chiefly in the vicinity of Lublin. 
A news dispatch from St. Peters­ 
burg says the Russian 
advance 
in 
East Prussia is proceeding and re­ 
peats the earlier Russian claim of suc­ 
cesses in Galacia. 
Fresh forces of 
Germans have appeared on the Prus­ 
sian front, according to a British offi­ 
cial report. 
This bears out the state­ 
ments from Belgium that the Ger­ 
mans are withdrawing troops from 
their western front to reinforce the 
Austro-German lines in the east. 
Up to noon no official announce­ 
ment had been made at either Lon­ 
don or Paris. 
News dispatches indi­ 
cate the Germans are pressing to­ 
ward Paris and that one 
army 
is 
within sixty miles of the French cap­ 
ital.

j ing them and the approaches to the 
capital. 
The wall contains 93 bas­ 
tions and 07 gates. 
Some of these 
have been abandoned, owing to the 
pressure of modern construction and 
trade. 
The second line of forts includes 
the famous fortress of Mount Vale­ 
rian, which was the center of attack 
in the German • siege of 1870. 
It is 
strengthened by two groups of works 
— Hatites Bruyeres and the CHatillon 
fort and batteries. 
South of the city 
is the row of forts at Ivry, Bietle, 
Mont Rouge, Mauves and Issy. North 
and east of the city are throe great 
forts around St. Denis, and two others 
at Ft. Aubervillers and Ft. Char Oil­ 
ton, commanding the approaches from 
the great wood of Bondy.

the heart. 
But he does really better for his 
own cause, since a wounded man at 
once becomes a much g r e a t e r burden 
to his own comrades than is a dead 
soldier.

One of the most dramatic incidents 
of the civil war was the retreat of 
Lee’s army after Gettysburg with its 
hundreds of wagon loads of wounded 
soldiers. 
A woman who lived by the road 
down which this long line of scream­ 
ing, groaning and dying men were 
being hauled told me recently’ that it 
was the most awesome eveiiT of her 
life. 
They went by her home during 
tile night.

wagons loaded with wounded to give 
them tile right of way, which was 


done.

The 
nearly 6,000 dead in blue and gray 
who lay over the sunny fields at Get­ 
tysburg gave the opposing armies far 
less worry than did the 
hosts 
of

clashing hosts old friends and allies

other, 
"bile inveterate 
enemies 
have be­ 
come allies 
iii 
blood 
brotherhood. 
Never was there a more significant 
and convincing gloss put upon the 
warning of Washington, respected by 
Jefferson, against 
entangling allian­ 
ces between this country 
and 
any 
European power. 
Great Britain is now' fighting for 
Prance and 
practically 
for Russia 
also, yet these two countries 
have 
teen, for a time 
longer 
than 
the 
memory of living men, regarded as 
her “traditional foes.” 
Down to a 
hundred years ago England had for 
centuries been almost 
incesantly at 
vrr with 
France,

Some people are of tho opinion that 
a goose will eat as much as a hog, 
but this is not true. 
Old geese are 
strictly grazing creatures when pas­ 
turing is available and the goslings 
can be grown to five n»onths of age 
with less than one peck of grain each. 
The principal ration of these fowls 
during the summer and fall months is 
composed of grass, wmeds and insects. 
On nearly every form there are a 
few’ places that are worthless for cul­ 
tivation. 
Ail such places could be 
utilized for a goose pasture with profit­ 
able results. 
Low, marshy ground 
makes a good run for both old fowls 
and goslings if they can have a dry 
RjHDt on high ground for a resting 
place during the day and at night. 
It 
m ust not be understood, however, that 
w aste ground is essential for the rais­ 
ing of geese. 
They will thrive upon 


several partners. But for good results 
the gander should never be mated to 
more than three females. 
Geese aro 
very faithful and will live in families 
for years, the same mating taking 
place each spring year after year. But 
it is not desirable to use ganders ovei 
four years old. 
Young ganders are 
more active and insure greater fertility 
in the eggs than old birds. The latter 
also become quarrelsome and ugly 
with age. 
The females are good for breeding 
purposes for ten or twelve years, or 
even longer. 
They are long-lived and 
have been known to produce hatch­ 
able eggs up to thirty years of age. 
Two-year-old females can be used for 
breeding purposes, but 
they reach 
their best at three years of age. 
The 
eggs of yearling geese seldom hatch 
well. 
Once the foundation is laid for 
goose farming thero is no advantage 
in selling off the cid stock of females 
until they reach a ripe oid age, as 
they are the best for breeding pur­ 
poses and the young birds bring the

bomb in Antwerp differ in any way 
from a French bomb in Nuremberg? 
Failure of Duty Seen. 
In England the opponents of the 
war, and I understand th at they are 
represented in the house of commons, 
maintain that the foreign office failed 
to do everything possible to avoid the 
war. 
It is certain that England knew’ 
of the agreements, the plans and the 
purposes of France and Russia. 
Eng­ 
land knew on July I of this year what 
all the world 
knows 
now'—namely, 


I that Germany and Austria had been 
isolated by the intrigues of diplomacy 
of the Triple Entente and That the 
dream of Edward YI to crush his 
hated 
nephew’ 
was 
about 
to 
he 
realized. 
The fact that England, Russia and 
Franco 
join 
in 
the 
chorus 
shouting “the kaiser did it, the kaiser 
did it.” will not blind history when 
it places the responsibility 
or this 
war. 
Those were trying days during 
July for the 
German 
government. 
From every side its enemies were 
preparing its annihilation. 
The action of the German socialists 
has made a deep impression upon me. 
I 
know’ 
the tem per of that Pfiriy. 
There is no group of men anywhere 
more loyal to its principles, more 
steadfast in its purpose. 
Had this 
been a ruthless, unnecessary war of 
conquest, dictated by the kaiser and 
a 
military autocracy, the socialist 
party in Germany would have de­ 
clined to participate in it. 
Would Have Chosen Death. 
They would have permitted them ­ 
selves to he shot rather than bupport 
such a war. 
The 
ridiculous 
story 
printed at the outbreak of hostilities 
that IOO socialistic leaders were exe 
en ted has gone to join that gloat 
army of misrepresentation and talse 
hood that is being augmented day by 
day with reports of German cruelty 
and German barbarity. 
Germany is fighting the world. Civ­ 
ilized Europe is calling upon uncivi­ 
lized Africa and Asia to wipe out the 
Teutonic empire. 
Strangely enough, 
a part of public opinion in America, 
stimulated by a powerful press, ap 
parently favors 
the 
allies. 
Some­ 
times, in Hie seclusion of my study, 
I ponder on this question: 
Am I the 
less American because 
my 
sympa 
lilies are roused when the odds are 
six to two? 
Am I the less \m eriean 
because I am thrilled when a young, 
vigorous empire defies the world to 
crush lier? 
W hy 
is 
it 
that I find 
something heroic and stirring where 
you remain cold and unsympathetic? 
W herein lies the difference in your 
point of view and mine? 
Is iliere no 
compromise ground upon which we 
can meet in thorough accord and liar 
mony? 
We agree, do we not, that German 
culture 
and 
German 
science 
have 
placed the w’orld under a deep debt 
of gratitude. We all deplore this mis 
erable war which can do no one any 
perm anent good. 
W e all want to see 
it ended within the shortest possible 
space of time. 
Yet we are divided in our sympa 
tines over the two parties engaged. 
You rise in horror 
when 
death 
is 
dropped from a Zeppelin, and I look 
with dismay upon the use of African 
Turco and Asian Sikh against the 
white man.

You smile in satisfaction when hun­
